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HISTORY  OF  THE  MARS  HILL  LITERARY 
SOCIETIES 


In  the  year  1858,  a  small  group  of  young  men  organized  the  first 
Literary  Society,  the  Philoniathian,  and  elected  .Mr.  Pinkney  Rollins 
as  president.  The  society  was  organized  primarily  as  a  debating  so- 
ciety and  in  their  work  the  members  took  a  serious  interest.  It  is 
easy  to  imagine  the  heated  debates  that  took  place  among  that  group 
just  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  College  by  the  Civil  War. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  the  society  was  reorganized.  This  was 
ni  the  year  1886,  and  so  rapid  was  the  growth  of  the  society  that 
It  was  necessary  to  divide  it  into  two  groups,  one  known  as  theMars 
Hill  Literary  Society  and  the  other  as  the  Columbian  Literary  So- 
ciety. Later  the  Columbian  Society  was  absorbed  by  the  former, 
making  again  one  societ\-.  So  thorough  was  the  training  received  in 
the  society  halls  that  the  members  were  known  as  the  best  debaters 
for  counties  around.  This  was  in  a  day  when  debating  was  the  usual 
rather  than  the  exceptional  form  of  entertainment,  and  many  students 
were  well  experienced. 

Between  the  years  1891  and  1895  the  first  girls  society  was  or- 
ganized by  Miss  Mae  Yarborough.  The  society  was  called'  the  Clio. 
About  1895  both  the  boys'  and  the  girls'  societies  were  divided, 
making  four  societies  as  we  have  them  today — the  Philomathian  «-ith 
its  sister  society,  the  Clio,  and  the  Euthalian  with  its  .sister  society, 
the  Nonpareil.  The  work  was  not  all  debating,  but  the  study  of 
music,  literature,  and  art  had  become  part  of  the  program.
